L o n d o n , May 
14.—Edmund Yates* 
cable to the New York Tribune says: 
••Queen Victoria has been 
much in­ 
terested in Mr. Stanley, and as she was 
determined to know him, she invited all 
the members of her family that were 
available to meet him. 
He drove from 
tile station at Windsor on his arrival to 
Oranbourno tower, Windsor park, where 
the Queen was having tea, and lie had 
his first audience there, after which he 
drove back to tho castle. 
Atter dinner 
he was desired by the Queen to give a 
short account of his journey, which 
short account took over an hour to de­ 
liver. 
•‘The Queen has now given up her 
habit of standing after dinner in the 
gallery at Windsor, and as soon as she 
gets into the drawing room a chair is 
brought and she sits down, as she can 
not from lameness stand any length of 
time. 
The Queen is Queen always. 
Nothing tires her so much as the draw­ 
ing-room, for the perpetual variety of 
colors dazzle and much fatigue her. She 
was, however, gracious and smiling, and 
no one would have guessed from her ap­ 
pearance that she was unwell. 
“ The visit of tho Shah's first favorite 
wife to Europe will cost at least £20,000. 
Her journey from Teheran to Vienna 
occup'ed four weeks, and the expenses 
were £0,8 )0.

P o r tsm o u th , Ohio., May Is.—There 
was a desperate fight here with knives 
this morning between James Mault and 
Spencer Huston,

ing stabbed to the heart. 
Mrs. Huston, a widow and mother of 
the murderer, keeps a boarding-house 
and is in straightened circumstances. 
Mault boarded with the woman and 
loaned her some money so that sho 
could purchase some pieces of nocded 
furniture. 
As payment for this loan Mault in­ 
sisted upon taking unlimited liberties in 
tho house, ana succeeded in gaining 
such an influence over the widow that 
they were soon living only together. 
This so enraged tho woman's son, who 
was working in a neighboring town,that 
he came to Portsmouth tills morning, 
and, learning the trr.o state of affairs, 
went to his mother's house and an­ 
nounced his intention of killing both 
Mrs. Huston and Mault. 
The latter on 
seeing the son enter tho house attempt­ 
ed to cs ape. but young Huston grabbed 
the man by the coat and dragged him 
back into the kitchen. 
“ You coward, your end has come!” ex­ 
claimed tim young man as ho drew a re­ 
volver from his pocket. 
Mault. who had become desperate, 
grabbed up a largo carving knife and 
rushed at tile young man. 
Tho latter 
dropped his weapon, and, with the re ­ 
mark that he would not take advantage 
of his opponent, succeeded in securing 
another carving-knife from tho kitchen 
table. 
Both men wen* powerful and a desper­ 
ate struggle began. 
Tile two fought for 
half an hour, everything in tho room be­ 
ing bespattered with their blood. 
Both 
were so weak from tho loss of blood that 
they could hardly hold the knifc-handie 
at the expiration of thirty minutes. 
Finally Huston succeeded In planting 
the blade between Mault’s ribs, when ho 
was on the floor, and, throwing his 
entire weight upon the weapon, hedrovo 
it up to the hilt into his body, tho steel 
penetrating the victim's heart. 
Young Huston, covered with blood, 
then endeavored to find his mother, 
whom he also declared he would kill, 
but the woman had fled from tho house 
as soon as the gory struggle began. 
The assassin had returned to the 
house and was preparing to mutilate the 
body of his victim when the town mar­ 
shal and several citizens arrived and 
without difficulty placed the young man 
under arrest. As soon as he was relieved 
of the bloody knifo he fainted, exclaim­ 
ing as he fell to the floor: 
“ Father, you are avenged!” 
The sympathy of everyone in the town 
is with the young man, and it is doubtful 
lf a jury can be secured in this part of 
tho State to convict him. 
Friends of the prisoner say that he is 
Insane and they intend to make that 
Dloa tho ehiof argument in his defense if 
the case comes to trial.

In discussing the above

Secretary Husk says: On many farms, 
I regret to say, we find the deprecia­ 
tion of the productive powers of the 
land due to careless culture. 
We find 
a want too often of 
business-like 
methods, due 
bo the fact that in 
early times, business training was not 
regarded as an essential preparation 
for the farmer’9 work, whereas, to-day 
with altered conditions, when every 
penny, and I may say every moment 
of time has to be profitably accounted 
for and in the face of the wide-world 
competition, a successful farmer must 
be as well trained and careful in busi­ 
ness as the storc-keeper, and his equal 
in intelligence and general education. 
Nor are tho important questions of 
supply and demand, or the market 
prices 
studied 
with the vigilance 
which characterize the methods of our 
merchants and manufacturers. 
Those 
last, moreover, have the advantage of 
transacting their business in immedi­ 
ate proximity to trade centers, where 
the widest information in 
reference 
thereto is readily obtainable. 
Our 
fanners’ organizations are widely seek­ 
ing to supplement this want for the 
farmer; the agricultural 
press 
is 
earnestly working in the same direc­ 
tion and one of the most important 
duties devolving upon this Depart­ 
ment, consists in gathering and prompt­ 
ly distributing reliable information on 
all those subjects which are essentially 
interesting to the farmer. 
It remains 
for him to avail himself of the informa­ 
tion thus supplied as his chief protec­ 
tion not only against over-supply of 
certain products, but against the possi­ 
ble over-reaching on tho part of pur­ 
chasers. 
The farmer must look with 
suspicion upon any attempts to abridge 
the source of his information. 
His 
advantage will always be in the fullest 
knowledge of the facts. Ho must care­ 
fully study the character and quality 
of his products rather than mere 
quantity, and always bear in mind, 
that whether prices are high or low, 
it is always the best goods at the best 
obtainable prices that are tho most 
readily sold. 
Many of our farmors 
have been land-greedy, and find them­ 
selves the owners of more land than 
they can properly care for in view of 
the comparatively high price of labor 
in the rural districts, and in view of 
the fact that but a small portion of 
mankind, comparatively, 
profitably 
control the labor of others. 
Tho pru­ 
dent farmer will limit his efforts to 
that which he can efficiently perform. 
Again,—more attention must be given, 
especially on our Western farms, to 
the raising by tho farmer, for his own 
use everything that may be utailized 
by 
himself 
and 
his 
household, 
as far as soil and climate will permit.

H ow L im e and Salt A ct 
In 
th e 
So!la 
The matter of salt applied to land 
from time to time has received a good 
deal of discussion, some contending for 
great profits; others none. 
In a dis­ 
cussion of the subject before the Bos­ 
to n m a r k o t-g a rd o n o rs' a s s o c ia tio n its 
action is thus explained; 
“ First among chemical products not 
named as plain food, which acts as 
solvents on the plant food already in 
the soil, rendering it suitable for use, 
is lime. 
It acts as a chemical agent 
in liberating potash, soda and ammonia 
from varieus compositions which oc­ 
cur in our soils, and are not otherwise 
available, and it also improves the 
mechanical condition of peat or heavy 
clay land. 
It may be applied either 
as quicklime, marl or powdered oyster 
shells, at the rate of 1,000 to 2,000 
lbs. per acre, spread iii the fall, once 
in two or three years. Another article 
useful in a similar way is common 
salt. 
It acts as a solvent of certain 
chemical compounds in the soil, it 
absorbs moisture in damp weather and 
retains it, and distributes other soluble 
substances through the soil. It should 
not be used for most plants more than 
400 or 500 lbs. per acre.” 


H ow to Feed Poultry. 
The American Cultivator says: The 
food given poultry in the morning 
should be soft food and well cooked, 
and in cold weather it should bo fed 
when nearly at blood heat. 
Cornmeal 
and ground oats, of each one part, and 
two parts of wheat bran, make good 
food for breakfast. 
Cook or scald it, 
and feed it dry enough to crumble be­ 
tween the thumb and fingers; no food 
should be given poultry in a clammy 
or sloppy state. 
Season this with salt 
and pepper as if for your own table, 
only making it pretty hot with pepper 
in very cold weather. 
Have a portion 
of the floor covered some six inches 
deep with straw, and at noon scatter 
among it some oats, rye, barley, wheat, 
and once a week sunflower seed, and 
let them scratch for it. 
The exercise 
will be beneficial to them. 
Hang a 
cabbage head up so it will be some 
two feet or more from tho floor; they 
will find a way to reach it. 
Their evening meal should consist 
solely of good, sound corn* 
We say 
feed corn at night for two very good 
reasons; it takes corn longer to digest 
than most foods and by feeding your 
fowls corn at night they will not be 
nearly so hungry in tho morning as 
they would be were they fed on other 
food; and, again, corn is a great fat- 
forming food, hence a heating one; 
and as the nights are colder than the 
days, and the fowls aro on their roosts 
and taking no exercise, hence what­ 
ever will aid them to keep up the 
animal heat will be highly bene­ 
ficial. 
Wheat should be fed twice a week 
to all fowls in confinement, and green 
food such as onions, turnips and car­ 
rots, equally as often. 
Bone meal 
should be given them mixed in their 
soft food, and have a box of crushed 
oyster shells where they can pick them 
whenever so inclined; another box full 
of gravel must also find a place in the 
poultry house. 
Still a third and larger 
box must bo provided for line road dust 
or sifted ashes; the former is better; 
a little sulphur should be mixed with 
tho dust to keep the lice at bay. 
Change the dust once every week. 
Their drinking water in cold weather 
should have the chill taken off of it be­ 
fore given to them; 
very cold water 
chills them through and through, and 
any sudden change will diminish the 
number of eggs you will receive. 
A good egg food for feeding once or 
twice a week is to boil a quart of 
beans to a thick soup. 
Then thicken 
with ground oats, wheat bran and fine 
meal, with a little salt and pepper. 
Feed warm these cold mornings the 
fowls will eat it greedily, and the 
beans furnish quite a large pro* portion 
of nitrogen for the albumen of the 
egg.
